and in the moit approved manner. 


William at Washington, notwitb- 


atanding a asemitxr eamenese to the 
funeral of the late Queen, b.v way of 
change directed that he have a military 
tnangnration for hit eecond ttrro, and 
bieermy was no hand to the number of 
twenty-lv* thousand men. Tbe late 
power be bat received overt be livee 
and liberties of people in the island- 
of the eea waa duly reeogalzod by the

The first Presidents of the United

absolite power the liberty we are DOW 
enesged in tttviug aw*?. 


About that time personal liberty was 


largely secured to the world against 
arbitrary or absolute power sought to 
be continued 
over mankind. The 


fonciders of tbe republic were men who 
understood the real valae of liberty, as 
tbe; bad suffered from military or ab- 
solute force which waa continued to tbe 
end of the great straggle to secure and 
maintain tbe principle of absolutism. 
Tbe pomp and circumstance ef war bad 
no charms for them, as they understood 
Its meaning to be epprsetion to tbe 
people, and not anything more.
